- +, France, Septi 8, 1918. 
Dear Mother andDad: 

‘Lot of mail landed here today but 
none from home. I suppose they 
were delayed some way. Just ‘finish- 
ed a letter to Alta: Did not get any 
letters from her this time either. I’m 
going to write a-few letters tonight 
before going to. bed. You ought to 
see where I am now. 3 

Before I tell you I‘will have te go 
back a couple of days. We came up 
here and picked out nice.soft places 
on the ground to lay on blankets and 
put up our tents. Had a dandy bed 
all made up. Figured on a nice. aleep 
that night. Well I undressed for the 
first time in a week and crawled.in 
and was soon sound asleep. About 
ten o’clock both Kimball and I were 
sitting up at the same time. You 
would: have thought we were fastened 
to a string and someone had pulled 
it. The reagon for our actions were 
very noticeable. It was certainly not 
a night mare. A-d— Boche bombing 
plane had sailed over our particular 
patch of woods ond dropped x few of 
his eggs... Well I need nv tell you 
we made a record in dressing. Well 
those Boche just kept us trotting from 
our tents to an open field for about 
four hours. One of our horses was 
lying down right back of our tent. I 
guess I must have wore a path up his 
side where I went on him every time I 
started for the field. Well next day 
we hunted for a hole to crawl into and 
we found a dandy. The Germans 
built us an idea] home while they were 
here. We moved right in too. The 
place is dug into the side of a. hill 
The sides are all boarded up and the 
roof is of iron which has about ten 
feet of dirt and rock on top. There 
are four dandy banks built in it too. 
Thomas, Hymes, Kimball and I are in 
it. Last night I went to bed and did 
not hear a darn thing all night. Not 
even our own guns and they are al) 
around us and are busy most of the 
time. We are not doing uny first aid 
work any more. The bands were all 
ordered back. We expect to have our 
fifty men before very long. Here’s 
hoping. I got a bunch of Detroit pa- 
pers today but as yet the ones telling 
about the work our division did last 
month have not yet arrived. The 
Germans say our infantry is drunk 
and the artillery crazy. The French 
call us the Division Terrible and our 
own people call us the “Iron Division.” 
Guess Michigan-Wisconsin set a re- 
cord that is sure hard to beat. Any- 
way when it is beat the ones who beat 
it wiH sure be going some. The folks 
back there know as. much if not more 
about what is going on over here than 
we do. I see the division from Camp 
Custer is over here at least that is 
the Detroit papers say. Would like 
to run into it someplace. Would no 
doubt meet a bunch I know. Bill is 
over too from what I hear, Had a 
letter from his mother today Guess 
you folks have been having some hot 
weather up there. We have been hav- 
ing all kinds of weather here. It has 
not been so very hot. It has been 
cool nights though. Well I have a 
few more letters to write yet tonight 
so I will close for now. Write as 
often as you can. Will write again 
soon.

Dear Mr. Bates, | 

We’re staying here @onger than 
was at first expected, but after nu- 
merous delays and conjectures our ‘e- 
parture has been set for Monday, the 
80th: Orders have been issued to 
that effect; we have had our medical 
examination and have been issued 
our O. D. suits (olive drab heavy 
clothing) overcoats and heavy under- 
wear, and turned is &iu our samiecr 
apparel. The on'y thing that would 
stop us is a quarantine in our com- 
pany on account of Spanish influenza 
and that possibility is remote. 

In practically every case, our men 
have been sent back to. their local 
boards. There are a few exceptions 
such as a fellow from Detroit being 
assigned to Harrison in Clare County; 
a fellow from Gaylord goes to Monroe; 
one from Muskegon goes to Ishpem- 
ing; and I go to Leland in Leelanau 
County. I was in hopes of going to 
Grayling, and failing in that, of being 
assigned to some fairly large town. 
I don’t know much of Leland though, 
so have pleasant hopes. 

Believe I have added some weight 
while here. The training has done us 
all good. Some of the drills are fine, 
especially the setting up exercises in 
The main thing we 
have not liked is the fact that all our 
time here has been spent in quaran- 
tine, with no chance to get out and no 
candy or other sweets except what we 
have been able to smuggle in. The 
past two weeks have been spent in 
tents, with no stoves, and some nights 
have been real cold, so we have lived

Camp Hancock, Ga, 
Sept. 18, 1918 
Dear Aunt, 

Your letter received O. K. and was 
Pleased to hear from you. Iam get- 
ting along fine and feeling good. 
Am gaining weight all the time. But 
it sure is hot down here yet during 
the day, but the nights are real coo: 
and you can sleep good. We are all in 
tents, and the sides are rolled up all 
the time only when it rains. So you 
sleep out doors or almost out doors. 
You feel fine in the morning. Do not 
eare about living in the South. 

Am in a regular company now and 
will not’ move anymore. The next 
move will be across we were told it 
may be in a week, we may go to New 
Jersey after our oversea supply and 
then across. 

1 wanted to come to Grayling be- 
fore 1 left Michigan. As soon as an 
order comes you pack your bag and 
beat it you have to be ready on a 
minute’s notice. 

I'll say you have something to do 
to become a soldier. They harden 
you up on this side, believe me. You 
drill in that hot sun for about one 
hour every day without any shirt or 
hat on, sweat running down, then drill 
the rest of the day for six or seven 
‘hours more with shirt and hat on. 

You get all you can eat three 
times a day in this company. I can- 
not go the water here it is so flat and 
warm. 

Well this is about all the news for 
this time so I will close with the bes: 
of wishes to all. Hoping to hear 
from you soon.

It is hluvred on account of my watch 
catching the sun’s rays, when the pie- 
tuva was snapped; but you can see 
that I am healthy. The picture was 
taken 2 few days after the big Ger- 
man offensive and only a short way 
from where their tidal wave broke. 
We were all cheerful enough, altho 
fourteen men were hurt. 

TI am expecting to go to school] soon 
and then it will be “very much work™ 
for some time. 

Iam also sending you # parody on 
Kipling’s poem, which you can let Mr. 
Schumann print. It was written in 
a barracks somewhere in France. I 
am also sending you an actual report 
of one of our platoon leaders. It is 
not for publication, but will be of in- 
terest to you in that it was sent back 
to me during the big offensive. 

We continue to keep busy, altho it 
has been terrible hot, I estimate about 
106 in the shade. Write soon.

School 
ig very intense. They keep us busy

The soil is very clayey 
and everything gets covered with a 
gummy glue that makes travel trou- 
blesome. 

I sent my pen to Paris for repairs 
so I now have todo all my writing 
with a pencil.

The Allies keep pushing the Boche 
back toward their Spring starting 
point, so life is not quite as bad as it 
might be under .some circumstances.

Knit plain 7 inches. 

HEEL. 

Knit plain 28 stitches on to one 
needle, turn, purl back these 28 stitch- 
es, turn, knit plain, repeating these 2 
rows (always slipping 1st stitch) for 
28 rows, raking heel about 3 inches. 

TO TURN HEEL. 

With inside of the heel toward you; 
pur] 16 stitches, purl 2 together, purl 
1, turn. Knit 6 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, 
pull slip stitch over, knit 1, turn, 
Purl 7 stitches, purl 2 together, purl 1, 
turn. Knit 8 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, 
pull slip stitch over, knit 1, turn. 
Purl 9 stitches, purl 2 together, purl 
1, turn. Knit 10 stitches, slip 1, knit 
1, pull slip stitch over, knit 1, turn. 
Purl 11 stitches, pur] 2 together, purl 
1, turn. Knit 14 stitches, slip 1, knitl, 
1, pull slip stitch over, knit 1, turn, 
Purl 13 stitches, purl 2 together, purl 


1, turn. Kit 14 stitches, slip knit 1,]

Divide 
the heel stitchs onto the 2 side needles 
and knit right around again to the 
center heel. 

First needle, knit to within 3 stitch- 
es of the front end of the side needle, 
knit 2 together, knit 1. 

Front needle plain. 

Third needle, knit 1, slip 1, knit 1, 
pull slipped stitch over, knit plain to 
end of needle. This reducing to be 
done every other row until there are 


56 stitches on the needles (front need- 
le 28, side needle 14 each). 

Knit plain until the foot from the 
back of the heel measures 8% inches 
or 9 inches for a longer sock. 

TO NARROW FOR TOE. 

Begin at the front needle: knit 1, 
slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, 
knit plain to within 3 stitches of the 
end of the needle, knit 2 together, knit 
one, 

Second needle: knit 1, slip 1, knit 1, 
pull stipped stitcn over, knit plain to 
end of needie. 

Third aeedle:, knit plain to within 
3 stiteres cf the en. knit 2 together, 
knit 1. 

Knit 2 plain rounds, then narrow as 
befure every other round until you 
have 20 stitvnes on three needles, 10 
on front needle and 5 on each side 
needie. Then knit 2 plain rounds. 
Slip stitches on side needles all onto 
one need'c, giving: you 10 on each of 
the 2 left. 

INTAKE OF TOE. 

Having 10 stitches each on front 
and back neo lies. break off wool, leav- 
ing 12 inches with which to finish off 
sovk. und thread it into a darning 
needie. Hold sock so that the darn- 
mg needle is at your right hand and, 
fAlvavs kecping wool under knitting 
newd'es,) weeve front and back to- 
gether as fal'ows: put darning needle 
nts first stitch of the front knitting 
needie ssf ta knit, pwl wool through 
and take of stitch. Put darning 
needie in next stitch of front needle 
as if. to purl, pull woo! through but 
leave stitch on. Put darning needle 
in first stitch of the back needle as if 
to purl, puil wool through and take off 
stitch: put damming needle in next 
stitch of the back needle as if to knit, 
pull woo! through but leave stitch on. 
Return to front needle, put wool in 
first stitch (the one previously purl- 
ed) and repsat. In finishing off end 
of yarn, run yarn once down side of 
toe. so as not to make ridge or lump. 

Tie together below ribbing at back 
of leg. Length, from top of leg to tip 


of keel, not less than 14 inches.

The Michigan Patriotic Fund, re 
cently created by Governor Bleeper te 
combine all appeals for funds by war 
relief agencies {n one yearly drive, em- 
bracing the whole state, will make {ts 
first campaign the week of November 
11. The amount to be raised io ap 
proximately $10,000,000. 

A number of counties are already 
raising funds threugh thefr own coum 
ty war chest organizations and have 
their quotas in hand for this year. For 
that reason their participation in the 
first campaign will be passive and they 
will be credited with their respective 
quotas just as though they were tak 
ing an active part jn the drive. 


Different Agencies Eseentialiy One 


Establishment of the Michigan Pa- 
triotic Fund is in accord with the re 
quest of President Wilson, as voloed 
tn a letter to Raymond D. Fosdick, 
Commissioner on Training Camp Ac- 
tivities. In this letter the presiden: 
pointed out that the services rendered 
by the different agencies to.our army 
and to our allies are essentially one 
and must of necessity be rendered in 
the closest cooperation. He asked 
that appeals for funds be united tn on 
der that the spirit of the country may 
be expressed without distinction of 
race or religious opinion, 

Seven large national organizations 
engaged in war work will be repre 
sented in this drive. They are the ‘Y. 
M. C. A. War Fund, the Knights of 
Columbus, the Jewish War Fund, the 
War Camp Community Service, the 
Y. W. Cc. A War Fund, the Salvation 
Army and the American Library Asso 
ciation. 

Each of these organizations had 
planned a campaign for funds for some 
period within the next six months. 
This would have meant a series of 
“drives” following one another in 
quick succesaion and even overlapping. 
By joining forces; in a single cam- 
paign, conducted by the Michigan 
Patrictic Fund, they will save time 
and annoyance heth for the public 
and the solicitors and promote a bet 
ter feeling all around. 


Giving on Efficient Business Basle 


In other words, the object of the 
Michigan Patriotic Fund is to place 
Michigan's war time giving on an effi- 
cient business basis, and at the same 
time distribute the burden equitably 
among ali the people. The people of 
Michigan have shown in the past that 
they are no shirkers when It comes to 
backing up the men who have gone te 
the front from within its borders. The 
Patriotic Fund will greatly simplify 
the task of collecting this money and 
save many precious hours for the 
real work of winning the war. 

Organization of the fund was per 
fected at a recent meeting held in De- 
troit. Campaign headquarters have 
been established at 115-117 Weat Fort 
street, Detroit, and the work of or 
ganizing the counties is already be 
gun under the direction of the execu- 
ve committee. The war board in 
each county will be asked to head up 
the respective county organizations, 
and counties slready operating on a 
war-chest basis will be asked to co 
operate to the fullest extent. 


Plan Copled After Detroit's Big Drive 


The Michigan Patriotic Fund is an 
elaboration of the Detroit plan, which 
proved so popular that, with a goal of 
$7,000,000, Detroit and Wayne county 
raised $10,600,000 in a seven-day cam- 
paign leat May. Executives of the 
state organization are confident that 
the people of Michigan will welcome 
the war chest idea, waich affords them 
an opportunity to give once a year for 
ail patriotic purposes and practically 
insurea them against further sollat- 
tation in the meantime. 

The Liberty loan campaigns, of 
‘ourse, are entirely supsrate, the pur- 
-thase of a bond being in no sense a 
4ift but a sound business investment.

The arrival, how- 
ever .of the Armerican Army. their in- 
stant magnifcent performance in ac 
tion, the gradual overcoming of the 
submarine with the assistance of our 
Navy, together with our assurances of 
all necessary food, have put a new 
heart into the Allles. Since the war 
began I have not seen their spirit so 
‘high or their determination to finish 
\the job so fixed as it is today. 

There is much bitter complaint 
abroad at the prices of our food pro- 
ducts. It is necessary to remember 
that the working people and soldicr'n 
families of the Allied Countries are 
upon a much lower average income 
than cur own people. The averaye 
wage {s not over $10 per week. Ti.e 
government allowance to the averure 
soldier’a family is considerably fess 
than this. American bacon at 50c pir 
; pound fs very difficult to them. Their 
governments have found it necessary 
© sell our breadstuffs at a great loss 
in order to help the people out. On 
the other hand the higher:wage level 
in the United States renders our pro 
duction costs higher fn any event. 


“Europe is Deeply Grateful,” Hoover. 


The only real difficulty in the Unb 
ted States {s sugar, and that is & 
shortage that cannot be helped. We 
cannot take ships from carrying our 
Army or Allies bread and send them 
to the East Indies to fetch us candy 
and sweet drinks, and we will simply 
have to divide the West Indian sugar 
with the Allies and put up with what 
we have. There is, even then, enough 
sugar for the essential uses for every 
one, and much more than our friends 
in Europe have. 

Since I have been away I have been 
thanked time and again for what the 
American people have done in food 
during the past year. The men, wo- 
men and children of the Allied Coaun- 
tries at meetings and gatherings of 
all descriptions expressed heartfelt 
appreciation for the sacrifices we 
have made which have meant to them 
their daily bread during Jast year. 
They universally express amazement 
at its accomplishment on a voluntary 
basis. I have some many thousands 
of letters from children which I an 

asked to distribute to children in Am- 
Serr expressing directly their know!- 
‘edge of whence and how their loaf 
came to them, I have replied to all 
| these demonstrations, and I believe the 
1 AMerican people will support the at- 
'titude, that any expresalons of this 
kind are unnecessary; that this war 
in part belongs to us and that effort 
in food production and saving by our 
people is but a part of our job against 
a common foe. 

Upon the President's authority that 
we eat at a common table in a com- 
mon cause, | have given assurance to 
my food colleagues in Hurope that we 
will provide the enlarged demands for 
next year.

Rasmus Hanson whose service in 
the war is quite well known to all, was 
the next’ speaker.” He said that he 
was born on’ foreign soil, endowel 
with the spirit of freedom, and wil} 
fight ‘with our: boys by. helping at 
home-—‘‘we must go down in our pock- 
ets and help with our money. When 
our boys return we will receive them 
with loving hands, whether they are 
wounded or otherwise. We are ‘all 
pital Be __ the same point in 
view.” Hapson suggested that 
local ace rH irms ¢lose their mills 
in the afternoon of the next day, 
which was to be Liberty Loan Volun- 
teer day, thus to enable the workers 
to purchase bonds the first day of the 
campaign. 

Melvin A. Bates, secretary of the 
county draft board, said that 150 men 
had gone from Crawford county, and 
that the Board is now preparing for 
604 more. Crawford county has men 
in 77 army camps thruout the coun- 
try. . Also he named many of the pro- 
ducts our state was contributing to 
the war needs.. He closed his talk by 
repeating the lines of the beautiful 
poem “Your Flag and My Flag.” 

Prof. Otterbein added a few val- 
uable thots and said a few nice things 
about the faithful work Mr. Bates is 
doing, which were fully merited by 
the latter. In speaking of his work 
he said that he would rather be our 
superintendent of schools than to be 
Senator. He told of the large per- 
centage of requests from parents for 
their children to be allowed to leave 
school and work. He deplored the 
idea and thot it unwise for any parent 
to wish to take his child out of school 
at least before he had passed the 8th 
grade. The beautiful lessons of the 
history of the United States should be 
learned before any child should be 
allowed to leave school. He said that 
people must know our country in or- 
der to love it. 

’ The matter of labor conditions came 
up for discussion and it was pointed 


|} out that in many places some of the 


workers, who receive the best of wag- 
es, take advantage of their employees 
ty only working four or five days in 
the week, and that at a time when la- 
bor is so greatly needed as it is now. 
every man should give his employer 
full time. This should be done from 
patriotic reasons if from no others. 
Every man should be at his work every 
day. There is a scarcityof labor here 
in Grayling and if it becomes worse, it 
is said, at least,one of our mills have 
to cease operations, The employee 
sells his labor for as large a price as 
he is able to sell it for, and the manu- 
facturer re-sells the employees’ labor 
at as large a price as he is able to get 
for it. If the employee neglects his 
duty and fails to be at work regularly 
the employer’s capacity is reduced, the 
over-head expense is just as great and 
the losses occurring must be made up 
by ‘someone, and usually it is placed 
upon the consumer. Hundreds of 
workers fully realize the duty that is 
before them during these trying days 
and may be found giving every bit of 
energy to their work that they are 
able to give. and often doing more 
real labor tahn they have ever done 
in many years before, and the distinc- 
tion between such men and women 
and those who only do what their 
physical necessities compel them to 
do is quite generally termed patriots 
and slackers. If honest production 
cannot be had, the results must fall 
back on the laboring classes. 

Before the meeting closed Mayor T. 
Hanson expressed the desire that he 
wanted everyone in the city to join 
the Board of Trade. This organiza- 
tion is not meant for the business men 
and employers only but for everyone 
who cares to join it." It is meant for 
laboring men just as much as for the 
business men, and the laboring class- 
es should be represented on the board. 

The meeting as a whole was full of 
interest and also gave those in atten- 
dance an opportunity to come in con- 
tact with the progressive element in 
our community. It was decided to 
hold a luncheon once each month.

WOMAN GREAT HELP IN 
LIBERTY LOAN WORK 


Has Become integral Part in Sharing 
Obligation of Financing | 
the War.

One of the great truths we have 
learned jn this war is the need of men 
and women working together under- 
standingly and syispathetically—ant- 
mated by the same spirit of helpful- 
ness, of feurlessness, of enthusiasm, 
facing definitely one goal with equal 
honor, equal power. For men and 
women working together with unantm- 
(ty of purpose make (he ideal service 
for the nution. Taking Lineoin’s great 
words “We ill need to work together 
to the end" that loyalty of the people 
hy the people shall not perish from the 

earth. 

To write of the activities of the 
women's work in the Seventh district 
is a pleasure, as we have become such 
an Integral part in sharing the obli- 
gation of financing the war. That the 
work of the women and men might be 
more effectively co-ordinated in the 
district, the director for women has 
been. made a member of the campaign 
committee as well as of the executive 
committee of the federal reserve bank- 
ing committee. The staté chatrmen, 
county chairmen and‘ city chairmen 
have been made members of the exeeu- 
tive committees of the men's organiza- 
tion in their respective stntes, counties 
and citles. 

The definite activities for women 
shall he: 

1, AM women’s organizations ‘that 
are listed strictly under women, such 
as clubs. fraternal societies, pacha 
lengues, gifilds, ete: 

2. All elementary and high achoalm: 
private and parochial schools. : 

3. All booths, such as street, hotel,- 
restaurant und eafeterin, department 
store and theater booths. 

4. Women shall co-operate with the 
men’s committee in churches, untver- 
sittes, ward organizations and any oth- 
er committees where they can be. of 
service. S 

It was also recommended that no 
separnte reports of the amount of sub- 
seriptions tnrken be given by women, 
but that on account of the volunteer 
subscription nnd allotment plans, 
eredit be glven equally to both’ men: 
and women It 1s advisable for wom- 
en county chairmen to have a dis- 
tinct und complete understanding 
with the county chairmen of the 
men's organization of this fact, so 
that no misunderstanding will arise on 
this subject during. the .campatgn.. 
Where regulat. camphigns for’ solteit-«4 + 
ing subgcriptions are made by both 
men sind women, -a -separate record 
must, of course,’ be kept and re
